PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

ARTICLE I 


Section 1. Short Title: This article shall be known as the Cook County 
Personnel Residence Requirement Ordinance. 

Section 2. Purpose: To encourage each Cook County employee to maintain 
a personal commitment to a residence in Cook County and to assure all 
residents that employees share in the responsibility of investing in the future of 
Cook County. 

Section 3. Residency Requirement of All Cook County Employees: Upon 
the effective date of this ordinance and thereafter, the County of Cook shall 
only employ persons who maintain residence in Cook County throughout their 
employment. Wages, salary and employee benefits may only be paid to 
persons residing in Cook County. 

Section 4. Exemption: Grandfather Clause : All present Cook County 
employees are exempt from the provisions of the residency requirements of 
this ordinance. 
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ARTICLE II 


Section 1. Effective Date: This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon 
adoption.
